Trices  received  for  ^'^rierican  apples  on  the  Liverpool  auction  for 
Wedresday,  i;i'ovenl!sr      ,  -Jexe  slifb'ji.y  lov/er  for  most  cf  the  red  varieties 
cut  sho^=7ed  an  advance  of  SC-;  per  bar  re  11  fcr  Knode  Inland  G-reeKings;  and 
alDOut  40^  -ner  uox  for  Telio;7  Fawtowna.  aocording  to  quotations  ca'bled  hy 
Mr.  Edwin  Sm>.th,  the  re^oartraent '  s  Frait  S^jecialist  in  Europe.  Although 
su^rilies  of  British  grown  apples  are  diminishins ,  apple  supplies  in  ^^cn- 
eral  are  still  greatly  in  excei?.s  of  demand,  sajs  Mr.  Fmith.    The  weather 
:in  the  liriited  Z?ngdom  during  the  week  continued  rainy  and  temperate, 
V7hich  condition  is  -anfavorabie  fcr  fCTjJt  cons^'iicrptico.. 

Uexi  lork  Bhode  Isl'-^nd  G-reenir^s  again  tf'ppad  the  nsviczst ,  A-S-f 
inch  fruit  rrnging  frcrr.  95.35  to  $5.60  per  barrel  as  conipared  with  $4.87 
to  ij55.11  per  "barrel  last  reeh,  an  l.acrease  of  approx  Li.ately  oOi.  Virginia 
York  Inperials  brought  on?^y  4:4, 01  to  $4.38  per  barrel  this  week  as  com- 
pared with  s^4.38  to  S4,62  last  week.     The  declire  5a  the  price  paid  fox' 
this  variety  is  largely  accounted  for  ty  the  farjt  that  the  barrels  con- 
tained a  large  n-umber  of  slacks.     Tloe  de^xeciation  on  slack  barrels  ranged 
from  36^  to  49ti*  per  barrel.    Oregon  lellow  ITewtown?  remained  in  first 
place  among  -che  boxed  ^^arieties,  Extra  .Fancy,  DSo/lVb  bringing  from  4^2,86 
to  v3.04  per  bo.s  as  compared  with  i;j3.55  to  ii>2.58  per  box  3.ast  week,  which 
represents  an  increase  cf  about  40f  a  box.     Tne  first  E'eliclotis  of  the 
season  sold  slowly  at  from  $3,43  to  $2.55  per  box  for  Extra  Fancy  fruit. 

iTew  York  Baldwins  and  Eacde  Island  G-reenings  were  only  in  light 
supply  during  the  week,    Virginia  V.'inesaps  and  Oregon  lellow  liJewtowns 
iTere  in  mode.7'ate  supoly.    All  other  varieties  were  in  liberal  supply.  The 
demand  in  genern.1  continued  slow  for  all  varieties  except,  for  Lhode  Island 
Crreening8,  for  whr'.ch  there  was  a  moderate  demand  at  the  pr.l.ces  above  quoted. 
The  demand  for  Virginia  Yoik  iLijoerials  and  for  Viashington  Jonathans  was 
particularly  slew  comoared  with  the  previous  week.     All  of  the  American 
apples  offered  on  the  auction  this  week  were  in  good  ccnlition.     Ih-e  demand 
for  Winter  1-Iellis  pears  from  'irf'ashington  is  imprcvii.tg,  states  Mr.  Fmith. 
Arrivals  are  in  generalj.y  good  condition  and  sawplies  are  moderate.
